PSALM L~^ ' ^^' ■ 

1 The Juippinett qf (Tie gocUy. 4 The wihiqjpiness of the iMffodly, 

BLESSED is the man that walketh not in the 
counsel of the ungodly, nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful. 

2 But his delight is in the law of the Lobd ; and 
in his law doth he meditate day and night. 

3 And he shall be like a tree planted by the 
rivers of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his 
season ; his leaf also shall not wither ; and whatso- 
ever he doeth shall prosper. 

4 The ungodly are not so : but are like the chaff 
which the wind driveth away. 

5 Therefore the ungodly sliall not stand in the 
judgment, nor sinners in the congregation of the 
righteous. 

6 For the LoRDknoweth the way of the righteous : 
but the way of the ungodly shall perish. 

PSALM IL 

1 27ie kingdom of Christ, 10 JKinga are exhorted to accept it, 

XfTHT do the heathen rage, and the people im- 
f T agine a vain thing? 
2 The kings of the earth set themselves, and the 
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PSALMS. 

jTilers take counsel together, against the Lord, and 
against his Anointed, saying, 

8 Let ns break their bands asunder, and cast 
away their cords from us. 

4 He that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh : the 
Iiord shall have them in derision. 

5 Then shall he speak unto them in his wrath, 
and vex them in his sore displeasure. 

6 Yet have I set my King upon my holy liill of 
Zion. 

7 I will declare the decree : the Loed hath said 
imto me. Thou oH my Son; this day have I be- 
gotten thee. 

8 Ask of me, and I shall give tJiee the heathen 
J^or tliine inheritance, and the uttermost parts of 

the earth for thy possession. 

9 Thou shalt break them with a rod of iron ; thou 
slialt dash them in pieces like a potter's vessel. 

10 Be wise now therefore, O ye kings: be in- 
structed, ye judges of the earth. 

11 Serve the Lobd with fear, and rejoice with 
trembling. 

12 Kiss the Son, lest he be angry, and ye perish 
from the way, when his wrath is kindled but a 
little. Blessed a/re all they that put their trust in 
him. 

PSALM in. 

The aeciirUy qf OocTs protection, 
A Psalm of David, when he fled from Absalom his son. 

LOED, how are they increased that trouble me ! 
many a/re they that rise up against me. 
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PSALMS. 

2 Many there he which say of my soul, Tliere is 
no help for him in God. Selah. 

3 But thou, O LoED, oH, a shield for me; my 
glory, and the lifter up of mine head. 

4 I cried unto the Lobd with my voice, and he 
heard me out of his holy hiU. Selah. 

5 I laid me down and slept ; I awaked ; for the 
LoED sustained me. 

6 I will not be afraid of ten thousands of people, 
that have set tJiemselves against me round about. 

7 Arise, O Lord ; save me, O my God : for tliou 
hast smitten aU mine enemies tupon the cheek 
bone ; thou hast broken the teeth of the ungodly. 

8 Salvation Idongeth unto the Lord : thy bless- 
ing is upon thy people. Selali. 

PSALM IV. 

1 Da/vid prayeth for audience, 2 JETe reprweUi and taihwUih Ais etiemies, 

6 Matins happitiess U in God's favmir. 

To the chief Musician on Neginoth, A Psalm of David. 

TTEAE me when I call, O God of my righteous- 
JJ- ness : thou hast enlarged me when I was in 
distress; have mercy upon me, and hear my 
prayer. 

2 O ye sons of men, how long wiU ye turn my 
glory into shame? how long will ye love vanity, 
€md seek after leasing? SelaJi. 

3 But know that the Lobd hath set apart him 
that is godly for himself: the Lobd will hear when 
I call unto him. 

4 Stand in awe, and sin not: commune with 
your own heart upon your bed, and be still. Selali. 
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6 Offer the sacrifices of righteousness, and put 
your trust in the Lord. 

6 There he many that say, Who will shew us any 
good? LoBD, lift thou up the light of thy coun- 
tenance upon us. 

7 Thou hast put gladness in my heart, more than 
in the time thai, their corn and their wine in- 
creased. 

8 I will both lay me down in peace, and sleep : 
for thou, LoBD, only makest me dwell in safety. 

PSALM V. 

1 Davtd prayeth, and pn^etaeth M» study in prayer, 4 CM foaxMreth 
not the wicked, 7 Jkwid^ prqfesging hi% faithy prayeth unto Ood to 
gttide hUn, 10 to destroy lUs enemies^ 11 and to preserve the godly. 

To the chief Musician upon Nehiloth, A Psalm of David. 

GIVE ear to my words, O Lobd; consider my 
meditation. 

2 Hearken unto the voice of my ciy, my King, 
and my God : for unto thee will I pray. 

3 My voice shalt thou hear in the morning, O 
Lord; in the morning will I direct my prayer 
imto thee, and will look up. 

4 For thou a/rt not a God that hath pleasure in 
wickedness : neither shall evil dwell with thee. 

5 The foolish shall not stand in thy sight : thou 
hatest aU workers of iniquity. 

6 Thou shalt destroy them that speak leasing: 
the Lobd will abhor the bloody and deceitful man. 

7 But as for me, I will come into thy house in 
the multitude of thy mercy : amd in thy fear will I 
worship toward thy holy temple, ig izedbyi^oogle 
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PSALMS. 

8 Lead me, O Lord, in thy righteonsness becan&e 
of mine enemies ; make thy way straight before my 
face. 

9 For there is no faithfidness in their month; 
their inward part is very wickedness ; their throat 
is an open sepulchre; they flatter with their tongue. 

10 Destroy thou them, O God ; let them fall by 
their own counsels; cast them out in the multi- 
tude of their transgressions ; for they have rebelled 
against thee. 

11 But let all those that put their trust in thee 
rejoice : let them ever shout for joy, because thou 
defendest tdiem : let them also that love thy name 
be joyfiil in thee. 

12 For thou, LoBD, wilt bless the righteous ; with 
favour wilt thou compass him as with a shield.

To the chief Musician on Neginoth upon Sheminith, A Psftim of 
David, 

OLOKD, rebuke me not in thine anger, neither 
chasten me in thy hot displeasure. 

2 Have mercy upon me, O Lobd; for I am weak: 
O Lobd, heal me ; for my bones are vexed. 

3 My soul is also sore vexed : but thou, O Lobd, 
how long ? 

4 Return, O Lobd, deliver my soul : oh save me 
for thy mercies' sake. 

6 For in death there is no remembrance of thee : 
in the grave who shall give thee thank^^^^^ 
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6 I am weary with my groaning ; all the night 
make I my bed to swim ; I water my couch with 
my tears. 

7 Mine eye is consumed because of grief; it 
waxeth old because of all mine enemies. 

8 Depart from me, all ye workers of iniquity ; for 
the LoED hath heard the voice of my weeping. 

9 The LoKD hath heard my supplication; tlie 
LoBD will receive my prayer. 

10 Let all mine enemies be ashamed and sore 
vexed : let them retmn and be ashamed suddenly. 

PSALM VIL 

1 BoDid prayeth against the malice qf hie efiemies, prqfeeeing hie intuh 
cencff. 10 Sy faUh he aeeth hU dtfetusey atid the deetrtu^ion qf hie 
eti^miee, 

Shiggaion of David, which he sang nuto the Lobd, concerning the 
words of Cnsh the Bei^jamite. 

OLOED my God, in thee do I put my trust: 
save me from all them that persecute me, and 
deliver me : 

2 Lest he tear my soul like a lion, rending it in 
pieces, while there is none to deliver. 

3 O LoBD my God, if I have done tliis ; if there 
be iniquity in my hands ; 

4 If I have rewarded evil unto him that was at 
peace with me ; (yea, I have delivered him that 
without cause is mine enemy ;) 

6 Let the enemy persecute my soul, and take it; 
yea, let him tread down my life upon the earth, and 
lay mine honour in the dust. Selah. 

6 Arise, O Lord, in thiiie anger, lift up thyself 
because of the rage of mine enemies: and awako 
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PSALMS, 

for me to the judgment tJuit thou hast com- 
manded. 

7 So shall the congregation of tlie people com- 
pass thee about: for their sakes therefore return 
thou on high. 

8 The Lord shall judge the people: judge me, O 
LoBD, according to my righteousness, and according 
to mine integrity that is in me. 

9 Oh let the wickedness of the wicked come to 
an end; but establish the just: for the righteous 
God trieth the hearts and reins. 

10 My defence is of God, which saveth the up- 
right in heart. 

11 God judgeth the righteous, and God is angry 
with the yyicked every day. 

12 If he turn not, he will whet his sword; he 
hath bent his bow, and made it ready. 

13 He hath also prepared for him the instruments 
of death; he ordaineth his arrows against the per- 
secutors. 

14 Behold, he travaileth with iniquity, and 
hath conceived mischief, and brought forth false- 
hood. 

15 He made a pit, and digged it, and is fallen 
into the ditch which he made. 

16 His mischief shall return upon his own head, 
and his violent dealing shall come down upon his 
own pate. 

17 I will praise the Loed according to his right- 
eousness : and will sing praise to the name of the 
LoBD most liigh.

OLOKD onr Lord, how excellent is thy name in 
all the earth 1 who hast set thy glory above the 
heavens. 

2 Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings hast 
thou ordained strength because of tliine enemies, 
that thou mightest still the enemy and the avenger. 

3 When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy 
fingers, the moon and the stars, which thou hast 
ordained; 

4 What is man, that thou art mindfiil of him? 
and the son of man, that thou visitest him? 

5 For thou hast made liim a little lower than 
the angels, and hast crowned him with glory and 
honour. 

6 Thou madest him to have dominion over the 
works of thy hands; thou hast put all thin§8 under 
his feet: 

7 All sheep and oxen, yea, and the beasts of the 
field; 

8 The fowl of the air, and the fish of the sea,

1 Lcaoidpraiwai God for exeetUing of ftidgmerU. 11 Bit incUelh othen to 
praiaekSnL IZ Be prayeth that he nuiy ham eaute to praise kim. 

To the chief MnBidan iii>on Math-labben, A Pkalm of David. 
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I WILL praise thee^ O Lokd, with my whole 
heart; I will shew forth all thy marvellous 
works. 

2 I will be glad and rejoice in thee : I will sing 
praise to thy name, O thou Most High. 

3 "When mine enemies are tnmed back, they shall 
fall and perish at thy presence. 

4 For thon hast maintained my right and my 
cause; thou satest in the throne judging right. 

5 Thou hast rebuked the heathen, thou hast de- 
stroyed the wicked, thou hast put out their name 
for ever and ever. 

6 O thou enemy, destructions are come to a per- 
petual end: and thou hast destroyed cities; their 
memorial is perished with them. 

7 But the Lord shall endure for ever: he hatli 
prepared his throne for judgment. 

8 And he shall judge the world in righteousness, 
he shall minister judgment to the people in up- 
rightness. 

9 The Lord also will be a refuge for the op- 
pressed, a reftige in times of trouble. 

10 And they that know thy name will put their 
trust in thee: for thou, Lord, hast not forsaken 
them that seek thee.

12 When he maketh inquisition for blood, he 
remembereth them: he forgetteth not the cry of 
the humble.

trouble which I suffer of them that hate me, thou 
that liftest me up from the gates of death : 

14 That I may shew forth all thy praise in the 
gates of the daughter of Zion : I will rejoice in thy 
salvation. 

15 The heathen are sunk down in the pit th^t 
they made : in the net which they hid is their own 
foot taken. 

16 The Lord is known hy the judgment which he 
executeth : the wicked is snared in the work of his 
own hands. Higgaion. Selah. 

17 The wicked shall be turned into hell, and all 
the nations that forget God. 

18 For the needy shall not always be forgotten : 
the expectation of the poor shall not perish for ever. 

19 Arise, O Losd ; let not man prevail : let the 
heathen be judged in thy sight. 

20 Put them in fear, O Loed : thM the nations 
may know themselves to he hut men. Selah. 

PSALM X. 

1 David eomplain^ihlo Ood of IMou^^ 12JBeprayeth 

for remedy, 16 Be prqfeeaelh Me eor^idenoe. 

WHY standest thou afar off, O Loed? why 
hidest thou thyself in times of trouble ? 

2 The wicked in his pride doth persecute the 
poor: let them be taken in the devices that they 
have imagined. 

3 For the wicked boasteth of his heart's desire, 
and blesseth the covetous, wham the Lobd abhor- 
reth. 

4 The wicked, through the pride p^^g^un- 
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tenance, will not seek after Ood: God is not in 
all his thoughts. 

6 His ways are always grievous ; thy judgments 
are far above out of his sight : as for all his ene- 
mies, he puffeth at them. 

6 He hath said in his heart, I shall not be moved: 
for I shall never he in adversity. 

7 His mouth is full of cursing and deceit and 
fraud : under his tongue is mischief and vanity. 

8 He sitteth in the lurking places of the villages : 
in the secret places doth he murder the innocent : 
his eyes are privily set against the poor. 

9 He lieth in wait secretly as a lion in liis den : 
he lieth in wait to catch the poor : he doth catch 
the poor, when he draweth him into his net. 

10 He croucheth, a/nd humbleth himself, that the 
poor may fall by his strong ones. 

11 He hath said in his heart, God hath forgotten: 
he hideth his face ; he will never see it. 

12 Arise, O Lobd ; O God, lift up thine hand : 
forget not the humble. 

13 Wherefore doth the wicked contemn God ? he 
hath said in his heart. Thou wilt not require it 

14 Thou hast seen it; for thou beholdest mis- 
chief and spite, to requite it with thy hand: the 
poor committeth himself unto thee; thou art the 
helper of the fatherless. 

15 Break thou the arm of the wicked and the evil 
man : seek out his wickedness tUl thou find none. 

16 The LoBD is King for ever and ever: the 
heathen are perished out of his land. 
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17 LoED, thou hast heard the desire of the hum- 
ble : thou wilt prepare their heart, thou wilt cause 
thine ear to hear : 

18 To judge. the fatherless and the oppressed, 
that the man of the earth may no more oppress. 

PSALM XL 

1 David moourageth himmff in God offoinst TUs enemies, 4 The provi- 
dence and jutUee qf Ood, 
To the chief Mufiician, A Ralm of David. 

Fr the LoBD put I my trust : how say ye to my 
soul, Flee as a bird to your mountain ? 

2 For, lo, the wicked bend their bow, they make 
ready their arrow upon the string, that they may 
privily shoot at the upright in heart. 

3 If the foundations be destroyed, what can the 
righteous do ? 

4 The LoBD w in his holy temple, the Lobd's 
throne ie in heaven: his eyes behold, his eyelids 
try, the children of men. 

5 The Lord trieth the righteous : but the wicked 
and him that loveth violence his soul hateth. 

6 Upon the wicked he shall rain snares, fire and 
brimstone, and a horrible tempest : this shall he the 
portion of their cup. 

7 For the righteous Loed loveth righteousness; 
his countenance doth behold the upright. 

PSALM XII. 

1 David, destitute qf human comfort, craveth hdp of Ood, 8 He eomr 
forteth himsdf with God's Judgments on the vriekedy attd coi\fldence in 
GotPs tried promises. 

To the chief Miuidan npoD Sheminith, A PBalm of David. 
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HELP, Lokd; for the godly man ceaeeth; for the 
faithftil fail firom among the children of men. 

2 They speak vanity every one with his neigh- 
bour: with flattering Kps cmd with a double heart 
do they speak. 

3 The LoBD shall cut off all flattering lips, cmd 
the tongue that speaketh proud things: 

4 Who have said, With om- tongue will we pre- 
vail; our lips a/re our own: who w lord over us? 

5 For the oppression of the poor, for the sighing 
of the needy, now will I arise, saith the Lord; I 
will set him in safety /rom him thai puffeth at him. 

6 The words of the Lord are pure words: as 
silver tried in a fiimace of earth, purified seven 
times. 

7 Thou shalt keep them, O Lord, thou shalt pre- 
serve them from this generation for ever. 

8 The wicked walk on every side, when the vilest 
men are exalted. 

PSALM xin. 

1 Jkand complaineth of delay in hdp, 3 Ife prayethfor preven^ng grace. 

5 Ms boasteth qf dMne mercy. 

To the chief MuBician, A Psalm of Dayid. 

HOW long wilt thou forget me, O Lord? for 
ever? how long wilt thou hide thy face from 
me? 

2 How long shall I take counsel in my soul, ha/v- 
inff sorrow in my heart daily? how long shall mine 
enemy be exalted over me? 

3 Consider (md hear me, O Lord my God: 
lighten mine eyes, lest I sleep the 8leej> of death; 
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4 Lest mine enemy say, I have prevailed against 
him; cmd those that trouble me rejoice when I am 
moved. 

5 But I have trusted in thy mercy; my heart 
shall rejoice in thy salvation. 

6 I will sing unto the Lokd, because he hath 
dealt bountiftilly with me. 

PSALM XIV. 

1 Daxid describah the corruption qfa natural man, 4 Be coM/ineeth the 
wicked hy the light qf their conscience. 7 He glorieth in the salvation, qf 
God, 

To the chief Mnsician, A Ralm of David. 

THE fool hath said in his heart, ITiere is no God. 
They are corrupt, they have done abominable 
works, there is none that doeth good. 

2 The Lord looked down from heaven upon the 
children of men, to see if there were any that did 
understand, and seek God. 

3 They are all gone aside, they are aU together 
become filthy: there is none that doeth good, no, 
not one. 

4 Have all the workere of iniquity no knowledge? 
who eat up my people as they eat bread, and call 
not upon the Lord. 

5 There were they in great fear: for God is in 
the generation of the righteous. 

6 Ye have shamed tide counsel of the poor, be- 
cause the Lord is his reftige. 

7 Oh that the salvation of Israel were come out 
of Zion 1 when the Lord bringeth back the captivity 
of his people, Jacob shall rejoice, and Israel shall

A Psalm of David. 

LOED, who shall abide in thy tabernacle? who 
shall dwell in thy holy hill? 

2 He that walketh uprightly, and worketh right- 
eousness, and speaketh the truth in his heart. 

3 JSe thai backbiteth not with his tongue, nor 
doeth evil to his neighbour, nor taketh up a re- 
proach against his neighbour. 

4 In whose eyes a vile person is contemned ; but 
he honoureth them that fear the Lokd. Me tha^ 
Bweareth to his own hurt, and changeth not. 

5 Se that putteth not out his money to usury, 
nor taketh reward against the innocent. He that 
doeth these things shall never be moved. 

PSALM XVI. 

1 David, in distrwt qf merits, and hatred <f idolatry, Jleeth to Ocdfot 
preeervation, 5 Re sheweth the hope qf his caUing, qf the resurrection, 
and life everlasting,

PRESEEVE me, O God: for in thee do I put my 
trust. 

2 my soidf thou hast said unto the Lobd, Thou 
art my Lord: my goodness extendeth not to thee; 

3 JBut to the saints that are in the earth, and to 
the excellent, in whom is all my delight. 

4 Their sorrows shall be multiplied that hasten 
(ifter another god: their drink offerings of blood 
will I not offer, nor take up their names into my 
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8 The Lord is the portion of mine inheritance 
and of my cnp: thou maintainest my lot. 

6 The lines are fallen unto me in pleasant 
places/ yea, I have a goodly heritage. 

7 I will bless the Lord, who hath given me coun- 
sel : my reins also instruct me in the night seasons. 

8 I have set the Lord always before me : because 
/le is at my right hand, I shall not be moved. 

9 Therefore my heart is glad, and my glory re- 
joiceth: my flesh also shall rest in hope. 

10 For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell ; nei- 
ther wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see corrup- 
tion. 

11 Thou wilt shew me the path of life : in tliy 
presence is fulness of joy; at thy right hand the7*e 
are pleasures for evermore. 

PSALM XVII. 

1 Iktvid^ in wnfidmce of his ifitegt-Uy^ eravdh dtfefiee qf God agaiwA hi» 
enemies, 10 He sheweth their pride^ crafty oftd eagerness, 13 Hepray- 
eth against them in confidence qf his hope. 

A Prayer of David. 

HEAE the right, O Lord, attend unto my cry; 
give ear unto my prayer, t/uU goeth not out of 
feigned lips. 

2 Let my sentence come forth from tliy presence; 
let thine eyes behold the things that are equal. 

3 Thou hast proved mine heart ; thou hast visit- 
ed vie in the night ; thou hast tried me, and shalt 
find nothing : I am purposed that my mouth shall 
not transgress. 

4 Concerning the works of men, bv the word of 
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thy lips I have kept me from the paths of the de- 
stroyer. 

5 Hold Tip my goings in thy paths, that my foot- 
steps slip not. 

6 I have called upon thee, for thou wilt hear me, 
O God: incline thine ear unto me, and hear my 
speecu. 

7 Shew thy marvellous lovingkindness, O thou 
that savest by thy right hand them which put their 
trust in tJiee from those that rise up against them. 

8 Keep me as the apple of the eye ; hide me mi- 
der the shadow of thy wings, 

9 From the wicked that oppress me, from my 
deadly enemies, who compass me about. 

10 They are inclosed in their own fat : with their 
mouth they speak proudly. 

11 They have now compassed us in our steps: 
they have set their eyes bowing down to the earth ; 

12 Like as a lion that is greedy of liis prey, and 
as it were a young lion lurking in secret places. 

13 Arise, O Lord, disappoint him, cast him 
down : deliver my soul from the wicked, which is 
thy sword : 

14 From men which are thy hand, O Lord, from 
men of the world, which have their portion in this 
life, and whose belly thou fillest with thy hid treas- 
ure : they are full of children, and leave the rest of 
their svhstance to their babes. 

15 As for me, I will behold thy face in righteous- 
ness : I shall be satisfied, when I awake, with thy 
likeness.

Jkarid pnHsdh Ocdfor hit manifold and marvdUnu Unstngt, 
To the chief Musician, A BstOm of David, the servant of the Lobd, 
who spake unto the Lobd the words of this song in the day that 
the Lobd delivered him from the hand of all his enemies, and from 
the hand of Sanl : And he said, 

I WILL love thee, O Loed, my strength. 
2 The Lobd is my rock, and my fortress, and 
my deliverer; my God, my strength, in whom I 
will trust ; my buckler, and the horn of my salva- 
tion, <md my high tower. 

3 I will call upon the Lobd, who is worthy to be 
praised : so shall I be saved from mine enemies. 

4 The sorrows of death compassed me, and the 
floods of nngodly men made me afraid. 

5 The sorrows of hell compassed me about : the 
snares of death prevented me. 

6 In my distress I called upon the Lobd, and 
cried luito my God : he heard my voice out of his 
temple, and my cry came before liim, even into liis 
ears. 

7 Then the earth shook and trembled ; the foim- 
dations also of the hills moved and were shaken, 
because he was wroth. 

8 There went up a smoke out of his nostrils, and 
fire out of his mouth devoured : coals were kindled 
by it. 

9 He bowed the heavens also, and came down: 
and darkness wds under his feet. 

10 And he rode upon a cherub, and did fly: yea, 
he did fly upon the wings of the wind. 

11 He made darkness his secret place ; his pavil- 
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ion round about bim were dark waters wnd thick 
clouds of the skies. 

12 At the brightness tTuU was before him his 
thick clouds passed, hail stones and coals of fire. 

13 The LoBD also thundered in the heavens, and the 
Highest gave his voice; hail stones and coals of fire. 

14 Yea, he sent out his arrows, and scattered 
them; and he shot out lightnings, and discomfited 
them. 

15 Then the channels of waters were seen, and 
the foundations of the world were discovered at thy 
rebuke, O Losd, at the blast of the breath of thy 
nostrils. 

16 He sent from above, he took me, he drew me 
out of many waters. 

17 He delivered me from my strong enemy, and 
from them which hated me: for they were too strong 
for me. 

18 They prevented me in the day of my calamity : 
but the LoED was my stay. 

19 He brought me forth also into a large place;

2 Deliver me in thy righteousness, and cause me 
to escape : incline tliine ear unto me, and save me. 

3 Be thou my strong habitation, whereunto I 
may continually resort : thou hast given command- 
ment to save me; for thou art my rock and my 
fortress. 

4 Deliver me, O my God, out of the hand of the 
wicked, out of tlie hand of the unrighteous and 
cruel man. 

5 For thou art my hope, O Lord God : thou art 
my trust from my youth. 

6 By thee have I been holden up from the womb : 
thou art he that took me out of my mother's bowels : 
my praise ahaU he continually of thee. 

7 I am as a wonder imto many; but thou art 
my strong refuge. 

8 Let my mouth be filled v>ith thy praise and 
with thy honour all the day. 

9 Cast me not off in the time of old age ; forsake 
me not when my strength faileth. 

10 For mine enemies speak against JUgfp and 
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they that lay wait for my soul take counsel to- 
gether, 

11 Saying, God hath forsaken him: persecute 
and take him ; for there is none to deliver him, 

12 O God, be not far from me : O my God, make 
liaste for my help. 

13 Let them be confounded cmd consimied that 
are adversaries to my soul; let them be covered 
with reproach and dishonour that seek my hurt. 

14 But I will hope continually, and will yet 
])rais6 thee more and more. 

15 My mouth shall shew forth thy righteousness 
amd thy salvation all the day ; for I know not the 
numbers thereof. 

16 I will go in the strength of the Lord God : I 
will make mention of thy righteousness, even of 
thine only. 

17 O God, thou hast taught me from my youth : 
and hitherto have I declared thy wondrous works. 

18 Now also when I am old and grayheaded, O 
God, forsake me not; until I have shewed thy 
strength unto this generation, and tliy power to 
every one tha;t is to come. 

19 Thy righteousness also, O G^, is very high, 
who hast done great things: O God, who i* like 
imto theel 

20 Thou^ which hast shewed me great and sore 
troubles, slialt quicken me again, and shalt bring 
ine up again from the depths of the earth. 

21 Thou shalt increase niy greatness, and com- 
fort me on every side.

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22 I will also praise thee with the psaltery, even 
thy tnith, O my God : unto thee will I sing with 
the liai-p, O thou Holy One of Israel.

12 Behold, these are the ungodly, who prosper in 
the world ; they increase m riches.

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14 For all the day long have I been plagued, and 
chastened every morning. 

15 If I say, I will speak thus ; behold, I should 
offend against the generation of thy children. 

16 When I thought to know this, it was too pain- 
fiil for me ;

4 Thine enemies roar in the midst of thy congre- 
gations ; they set up their ensigns ybr signs. 

6 A man was famous according as he had lifted 
up axes upon the thick trees. 

6 But now they break down the carved work 
thereof at once with axes and hammers. 

7 They have cast fire into thy sanctuary, they 
have defiled h/ casting down the dwellingplace of 
thy name to the ground. 

8 They said in their hearts. Let us destroy them 
together : they have burned up all the synagogues 
of God in the land. 

9 We see not our signs: there is no nM)re any 
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prophet : iieitlier is there among ub any that knoweth 
how long. 

10 O God, how long shall the adversaiy re- 
proach? shall the enemy blaspheme tliy name for 
ever? 

11 Why withdrawest thou thy hand, even thy 
right hand? pluck i^ out of thy bosom. 

12 For God is my King of old, working sah^ation 
m the midst of the earth. 

13 Thou didst divide the sea by thy strength : thou 
brakest the heads of the dragons in the waters. 

14 Thou brakest the heads of le^dathan in pieces, 
and gavest him to ie meat to the people inhabiting 
the wilderness. 

15 Thou didst cleave the fountain and tlie flood : 
thou driedst up mighty rivers. 

16 The day is thine, the night also is thine: 
thou hast prepared the light and the sim. 

17 Thou hast set all the borders of the earth : 
thou hast made summer and winter. 

18 Remember this, tha^ the enemy liatli re- 
proached, O LosD, and that the foolish people have 
blasphemed thy name. 

19 O deliver not the soul of thy turtledove unto 
the multitude of the wicked: forget not the con- 
gregation of thy poor for ever. 

20 Have respect unto the covenant : for the dark 
places of the earth are fiill of the habitations of 
cruelty. • 

21 O let not the oppressed return ashamed : let 
the poor and needy praise thy name. . ^^^,^ 
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22 Arise, O God, plead thine own cause : remem- 
ber how the foolish man reproacheth thee daily. 

23 Forget not the voice of thine enemies: the 
tumult of those that rise up against thee increaseth 
continually. 

PSALM LXXV. 

1 The prophet praiaeth Qod. 2 He prwniseth to judge nprighUy. 4 He 
rdmketh the proud by consideratiofi, of Ood't providence, 9 He praiaeth 
God, atid promiseth to execute justice. 
To the chief Musician, Al-taschith, A Psalm or Song of Asaph. 

FfTO thee, O God, do we give thanks, unto thee 
do we give thanks : for thM thy name is near 
thy wondrous works declare. 

2 When I shall receive the congr^ation I will 
judge uprightly. 

3 The earth and all the inhabitants thereof are 
dissolved : I bear up the pillars of it. Selah. 

4 I said unto the fools. Deal not foolishly : and 
to the wicked. Lift not up the horn : 

5 Lift not up your horn on high : speak Tiot with 
a stiff neck. 

6 For promotion cometh neither from the east, 
nor from the west, nor from the south. 

7 But God is the judge : he putteth down one, 
and setteth up another. 

8 For in the hand of the Lord tThere is a cup,

9 But I will declare for ever ; I will sing praises 
to the God of Jacob. 
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10 All the home of the wicked also •will I cnt 
off; Ivi the horns of the righteous shall be exalted.

To the cUef Musician on Neginoth, A Psalm or Song of Asaph. 

IN Jtidah is God known: his name is great iu 
Israel. 

2 In Salem also is his tabernacle, and his dwell- 
ingplace in Zion. 

3 There brake he the arrows of the bow, the 
shield, and the sword, and the battle. Selali. 

4 Thou at't more glorions a/nd excellent than the 
mountains of prey. 

6 The stouthearted are spoiled, they hare slept 
their sleep : and none of tlie men of might have 
found their hands. 

6 At thy rebuke, O God of Jacob, both the 
chariot and horse are cast into a dead sleep. 

7 Thou, even thou, art to be feared: and who 
may stand in thy sight when once thou art 
angry? 

8 Thou didst cause judgment to be heard from 
heaven ; the earth feared, and was still, 

9 Wlien God arose to judgment, to save all the 
meek of the earth. Selah. 

10 Surely the wrath of man shall praise thee : 
the remainder of wrath shalt thou restrain. 

11 Yow, and pay unto the Lord your God : let 
all that be round about liim bring presents unto 
liim that ouffht to be feared. . r^r^,^\^ 
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12 Ho bIuiII exit off the spirit of princee: he is 
terrible to tlic kings of tlio earth. 

PSALM LXXVIL

works. 

To tho chief Mnsician, to Jcdnthnn, A Psalm of Asaph. 

I CRIED Tinto God witli my voice, even unto 
God vnik my voice; and he gave ear unto 
me. 

2 In tlie day of my trouble I Bought the Lord : 
my sore ran in the night, and ceased not : my soul 
refused to be comforted. 

3 I remembered God, and was troubled : I com- 
plained, aad my spirit was overwhelmed. Selah. 

4 Thou boldest mine eyes waking : I am so trou- 
bled tliat I cannot speak. 

6 I have considered the days of old, the years of 
ancient times. 

6 I call to remembrance my song in the night : 
I commune with mine own heart : and my spirit 
made diligent search. 

7 Will the Lord cast off for ever 1 and will he be 
favourable no more ? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone for ever? doth his. 
promise fail for evermore ? 

9 Hath God forgotten to be gracious ? hath he in 
anger shut up his tender mercies ? Selah. 

10 And I said, This is my infirmity: but I wUl 
remember the years of the right hand of the Most 
High. 
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11 1 will remember the works of the Lobd: surely 
I will remember thy wonders of old. 

12 I will meditate also of all thy work, and talk 
of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, O God, is in the sanctuaiy: who is 
80 great a God as our God ? 

14 Thoii (M the God that doest wonders: thou 
hast declared thy strength among the people. 

15 Thou hast witli thine ann redeemed thy peo- 
ple, the sons of Jacob and Joseph. Sclali. 

16 The waters saw thee, O God, the waters 
saw tliee ; they were afraid : the depths also were 
troubled. 

17 The clouds poured oiit water : the skies sent 
out a sound : tliine arrows also went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy thunder was in the heaven : 
the lightnings lightened the world : the eaith trem- 
bled and shook. . 

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy path in tlie 
great waters, and thy footsteps are not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like a flock by the 
hand of Moses and Aai*on.

9 The ntory 
of God's wrath against the incredtdoits and disobedient ^1 The Israel- 
iies behig r^fected^ God chose Judah, Zion, attd David, 
Moschil of Asaph. 

GIVE ear, O my people, to my law : incline your 
ears to the words of my mouth. 
2 I will open my moutli in a pai'able: I will 
utter dark sayings of old: ^ , 
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8 Which we have heard and known, and our 
fathers have told us. 

4 We will not hide them from their children, 
shewing to the generation to come the praises of 
the Lord, and his strength, and his wonderful works 
that he hath done. 

5 For he established a testimony in Jacob, and 
appointed a law in Israel, which he commanded our 
fathers, that they should make them known to their 
children : 

6 That the generation to come might know them^ 
even the children wMch should be born; Vilio should 
arise and declare them to their children : 

7 That they might set their hope in God, and not 
forget the works of God, but keep his command- 
ments : 

8 And might not be as their fathers, a stubborn 
and jebellious generation ; a generation thai set not 
their heart aright, and whose spirit was not stead- 
fast with God. 

9 The children of Ephraim, heirig armed, (md 
carrying bows, turned back in the day of battle. 

10 They kept not the covenant of God, and re- 
fused to walk in liis law; 

11 And forgat his works, and his wonders that he 
had shewed them. 

12 Marvellous things did he in the sight of their 
fathers, in the land of Egypt, m the field of Zoan. 

13 He divided the sea, and caused them to pass 
through; and he made the waters to stand as a 
heap. 
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14 In the daytime also he led them with a clotid, 
and all the night with a light of fire. 

16 He dave the rocks in the wilderness, and gave 
them, drink as (mt of the great depths. 

16 He bronght streams also ont of the rock, and 
caused waters to ran down like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more against him by pro- 
voking the Most High in the wilderness. 

18 And they tempted God in thek heart by ask- 
ing meat for their lust. 

19 Tea, they spake against God; they said, Can 
God furnish a table in the wilderness % 

20 Behold, he smote the rock, that the waters 
gushed out, and the streams overflowed; can he 
give bread also? can he provide flesh for his 
people ? 

21 Therefore the Lobd heard ihis^ and was wroth : 
so a fire was kindled against Jacob, and anger also 
came up against Israel ; 

22 Because they believed not in God, and trasted 
not in his salvation : 

23 Though he had commanded the clouds from 
above, and opened the doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down manna upon them to 
eat, and had given them of the corn of heaven. 

26 Man did eat angels' food : he sent them meat 
to the full. 

26 He caused an east wind to blow in the heaven : 
and by his power he brought in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them as dust, and 
feathered fowls like as the sand of the seaj^^.^

28 And he let it fall in tlie midst of their camp, 
round about their habitations. 

29 So they did eat, and were well filled : for he 
gave them their own desire ; 

30 They were not estranged fi'om their lust : but

31 The wrath of God came upon them, and slew 
the fattest of them, and smote down the chosen men 
of Israel.

41 Yea, they tunied back and tem])tcd God, and 
limited the Holy One of Israel. . r^^n\f> 
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42 They remembered not his hand, nor the day 
when he delivered them from the enemy: 

43 How he had wrought his signs in Egypt, and 
his wonders in the field of Zoan : 

44 And had tnmed their rivers into blood ; and 
tlicir floods, that they eonld not drink. 

45 He sent divera sorts of flies among them, 
which devoured them ; and frogs, which destroyed 
them. 

46 He gave also their increase nnto the cateq>iU 
lar, and their labonr nnto the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines -with liail, and theu* 
sycamore trees with frost. 

48 He gave np their cattle also to the hail, and 
their flocks to hot tlmndorbolts. 

49 He cast npon them the fierceness of liis anger, 
wrath, and indignation, and ti-ouble, by sending evil 
angels among them, 

50 Ho made a way to liis anger ; he spared not 
tlieir soul from death, bnt gave their life over to tlie 
pestilence ; 

51 And smote all the firstborn in I^ypt; the 
chief of their strength in the tabernacles of Ham : 

62 Bnt made liis o\vn people to go forth like sheep, 
and guided tliem in the wilderness like a fiock. 

53 And he led them on safely, so that they feared 
not : but the sea overwhelmed their enemies. 

64 And he brought tliem to the border of liis 
sanctuary, even to this moimtain, which his right 
hand had purchased. 

55 Ho cast out the heathen also before them, and 
111 
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divided them an inlieritance by line, and made the 
tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 

56 Tet they tempted and provoked the most higli 
God, and kept not his testimonies : 

67 But turned back, and dealt unfaithfully like 
their fathers: they were turned aside like a deceitful 
bow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger with their 
high places, and moved him to jealousy with their 
graven images. 

59 When God heai-d thia^ he was wroth, and 
greatly abhorred Israel: 

60 So that he forsook the tabernacle of Shiloh, 
the tent which he placed among men ; 

61 And delivered his strength into captivity, and 
his gloiy into the enemy's hand. 

62 He gave his people over also unto the sword; 
and was wroth with his inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young men ; and their 
maidens were not given to marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword; and theu' 
widows made no lamentation. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, 
and like a mighty man that shouteth by reason of 
wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in the hinder parts : 
he put them to a perpetual reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the tabernacle of Joseph, 
and chose not the tribe of Ephraim : 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, the mount Zion 
which he loved. 
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69 And he built his sanctuary like high palaces^ 
like the earth which he hath established for ever. 

70 He chose David also his servant, and took 
him from the sheepfolds : 

Tl From following the ewes great with young he 
brought him to feed Jacob his people, and Israel his 
inlieritance. 

T2 So he fed them according to the integrity of 
his heart ; and guided them by the skilfiilness of his 
hands.

OGOD, the heathen are come into thine inherit- 
ance; thy holy temple have they defiled; they 
have laid Jerusalem on heaps. 

2 The dead bodies of thy servants have they given 
to he meat unto the fowls of the heaven, the flesh of 
thy saints unto the beasts of the earth. 

3 Their blood have they shed like water round 
about Jerusalem; and there was none to bury them. 

4 We are become a reproach to our neighbours, a 
scom and derision to them that are round about us. 

5 How long, Lord ? wilt thou be angry for ever ? 
shall thy jealousy bum like fire ? 

6 Pour out thy wrath upon the heathen that 
have not known thee, and upon the kingdoms that 
have not called upon thy name.

5 Thy testimonies are very sure : holiness becom- 
eth thine house, O Lord, for ever. 

PSALM XCIV. 

1 The prophet, eaUing for jtistice, compiaineth of tyranny and impiety. 
8 He teacheth God's providence. 12 He sheweth the hUstedneas of tuffUc- 
tUm, 16 OodU the dtfenderqf the afflicted. 

OLORD God, to whom vengeance belongeth ; O 
God, to whom vengeance belongeth, shew thy- 
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2 Lift up thyself, thou Judge of the earth : ren- 
der a reward to the proud. 

3 Lord, how long shall the wicked, how long 
shall the wicked triumph ? 

4 jHW long shall they utter amd speak hard 
things ? cmd all the workers of iniquity boast them- 
selves? 

5 They break in pieces thy people, O Loed, and 
afflict thine heritage. 

6 They slay the widow and the stranger, and 
murder the fatherless. 

7 Yet they say. The Lobd shall not see, neither 
shall the God of Jacob regard it. 

8 Understand, ye brutish among the people : and 
ye fools, when will ye be wise ? 

9 He that planted the ear, shall he not hear ? he 
that formed the eye, shall he not see ? 

10 He that chastiseth the heathen, shall not he 
correct ? he that teacheth man knowledge, shall not 
hehnowt 

11 The Lobd knoweth the thoughts of man, that 
they are vanity. 

12 Blessed is the man whom thou chastenest, O 
Lobd, and teachest him out of thy law; 

13 That thou mayest give him rest from the days 
of adversity, until the pit be digged for the wicked. 

14 For the Lobd will not cast off his people, nei- 
ther will he forsake his inheritance. 

15 But judgment shall return unto righteousness: 
and all the upright in heart shall follow it. 

16 Who will rise up for me against the evil doers? 
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or who will stand up for me against the workers of 
iniquity? 

17 Unless the Lord had heen my help, my soul 
had almost dwelt in silence. 

18 When I said, My foot slippeth ; thy mercy, O 
LoBD, held me up. 

19 In tlie multitude of my thoughts within me 
thy comforts delight my soul. 

20 Shall the throne of iniquity have fellowship 
with thee, which frameth mischief by a law? 

21 They gather themselves together against the 
soul of the righteous, and condemn the innocent 
blood. 

22 But the Lobd is. my defence ; and my God is 
the rock of my refuge. 

23 And he shall bring upon them their own in- 
iquity, and shall cut them off in their own wicked- 
ness ; yea^ the Lobd our God shall cut them off. 

PSALM XCV.

OCOME, let us sing unto the Lobd : let us make 
a joyful noise to the Rock of om* salvation. 

2 Let us come before his presence with thanksgiv- 
ing, and make a joyful noise unto him with psalms. 

3 For the Lobd is a great God, and a great King 
above all gods. 

4 In his hand are the deep places of the earth : 
the strength of the hills is his also. 

5 The sea is his, and he made it : and his hands 
formed the dry Icmd. . ^^,^,^ 
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6 O come, let us worship and bow down : let us 
kneel before the Lobd our maker. 

7 For he is onr God ; and we are the people of 
his pasture, and the sheep of his hand. To day if 
ye will hear his voice, 

8 Harden not yom* heart, as in the provocation, 
and as in the day of temptation in the wilderness : 

9 When your fathers tempted me, proved me, and 
saw my work. 

10 Forty years long was I grieved with this gen- 
eration, and said. It is b, people that do err in their 
heart, and they have not known my ways : 

11 Unto whom I sware in my wrath that they 
sliould not enter into my rest. 

PSALM XCVL

5 The hills melted like wax at the presence of the 
Lord, at the presence of the Lord of the whole 
earth. 

6 The heavens declare his righteousness, and all 
the people see Ids glory. 
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7 Oonfounded be all they that serve graven 
images, that boast themselves of idols: worship 
him, all ye gods. 

8 Zion heard, and was glad ; and the daughter 
of Judah rejoiced because of thy judgments, O Lord. 

9 For thou, Lobd, art high above all the earth : 
thou art exalted far above all gods. 

10 Ye that love the Lobd, hate evil : he preserv- 
eth the souls of his saints ; he delivereth them out 
of the hand of the wicked. 

11 Light is sown for the righteous, and gladness 
for the upright in heart. 

12 Kejoice in the Lord, ye righteous ; and give 
thanks at the remembrance of his holiness.

7 He that worketh deceit shall not dwell within 
my house : he that telleth hes shall not tarry in my 
sight.

3 For my days are consumed like smoke, and my 
bones are burned as a hearth. 

4 My heart is smitten, and withered like grass ; 
so that I forget to eat my bread. ig,,edby<^ooQle 
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5 By reason of the voice of my groaning my 
bones cleave to my skin. 

6 I am like a pelican of the wilderness : I am like 
an owl of the desert. 

7 I watch, and ain as a sparrow alone npon the 
housetop. 

8 Mine enemies reproach me all the day; omd 
they that are mad against me are sworn against me. 

9 For I have eaten ashes like bread, and mingled 
my drink with weeping, 

10 Because of thine indignation and thy wrath : 
for thou hast lifted me up, and cast me down. 

11 My days are like a shadow that declineth; 
and I am withered like grass. 

12 But thou, O LoKD, shalt endure for ever; and 
thy remembrance unto all generations. 

13 Thou shalt arise, aind have mercy upon Zion :

20 To hear the groaning of the prisoner ; to loose 
those that are appointed to death ;

22 When the people are gathered together, and 
the kingdoms, to serve the Lobd. 

23 He weakened my strength in the way; he 
sliortened my days. 

24 I said, O my God, take me not away in the 
midst of my days: thy years are throughout all 
generations. 

25 Of old hast thou laid the foundation of the 
earth : and the heavens a/re the work of thy hands. 

26 They shall perish, but thou shalt endure: 
yea, all of them shall wax old like a garment ; as 
a vesture shalt thou change them, and they shall 
be changed :

10 He sendeth the springs into the valleys, which 
run among the hills.

12 By them shall the fowls of the . heaven have 
their habitation, which sing among the branches. 

13 He watereth the hills from his chambers : the 
earth is satisfied with the fruit of thy works. 

14 He causeth the grass to grow for the cattle, 
and herb for the service of man : that he may bring 
forth food out of the earth ;

21 The yoimg lions row: after tlieir prey, and seek 
their meat from God.

24 O LoBD, how manifold ai'e thy works ! in wis- 
dom hast thou made them all : the earth is Ml of 
thy riches.

33 I will sing unto the Lobd as long as I live : I 
will sing praise to my Grod while I Ij^f vcjjjj^b^ng. 
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34 My xneditatioii of liim shall be sweet: I will 
be glad in the Lobd. 

35 Let the sinners be consumed out of the earth, 
and let the wicked be no more. Bless thou the 
Lord, O my soul. Praise ye the Lobd.

OGIVE thanks unto the Lobd; call upon his 
name: make known his deeds among the 
people. 

2 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto him : talk ye 
of all his wondrous works. 

3 Glory ye in his holy name: let the heart of 
them rejoice that seek the Lobd. 

4 Seek the Lobd, and his strengtli : seek his face 
evermore. 

5 Kemember his marvellous works that he hath 
done; his wonders, and the judgments of his 
mouth ; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his servant, ye children 
of Jacob his chosen. 

Y He is the Lobd our God : his judgments are in 
all the earth. 

8 He hath remembered his covenant for ever, the 
word which he commanded to a thousand genera- 
tions. 

9 Which covenant he made with Abraham, and 
his oath unto Isaac; , ^^.^.^ 
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10 And confirmed the same unto Jacob for 
a law, and to Israel for an everlasting cove- 
nant : 

11 Saying, tJnto thee will I give the land of 
Canaan, the lot of yonr inheritance : 

12 When they were hut a few men in number; 
yea, very few, and strangers in it. 

13 When they went from one nation to another, 
from one kingdom to another people ; 

14 He suffered no man to do them wrong : yea, 
he reproved kings for their sakes ; 

15 Saying^ Touch not mine anointed, and do my 
prophets no harm. 

16 Moreover he called for a famine upon the 
land: he brake the whole staff of bread. 

17 He sent a man before them, even Joseph, who 
was sold for a servant : 

18 Whose feet they hurt with fetters : he was laid 
in iron : 

19 Until the time that his word came : the word 
of the LoBD tried him. 

20 The king sent and loosed him ; eoen the ruler 
of the people, and let him go free. 

21 He made him lord of his house, and niler of 
all his substance : 

22 To bind liis princes at his pleasm'e ; and teach 
Ills senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into Egypt; and Jacob so- 
journed in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people greatly; and 
made them stronger than their en^pJ^^^ooQle 
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25 He turned their heart to hate liis people, to 
deal snbtilely with his servants. 

26 He sent Moses his servant ; and Aaron whom 
he had chosen. 

27 They shewed his signs among them, and won- 
ders in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and made it dark; and tliey 
rebelled not against his word. 

29 He turned their waters into blood, and slew 
their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs in abimdance, 
in the chambers of their kings. 

31 He spake, and there came divers sorts of flies, 
and lice in all their coasts* 

32 He gave them hail for rain, and flaming fire 
in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and their fig trees ; 
and brake the trees of their coasts. 

34 He spake, and the locusts came, and caterpil- 
lars, and that without number, 

35 And did eat up all the herbs in their land, 
and devoured the fruit of their groimd. 

36 He smote also all the firstborn in their land, 
the chief of all their strength. 

37 He brought them forth also with silver and 
gold : and there wa% not one feeble person among 
their tribes. 

38 Egypt was glad when they departed : for the 
fear of them fell upon them. 

39 He spread a cloud for a covering ; and fire to 
give light in the night.

PEAISE ye the Loed. O give thanks unto the 
Lord ; for he is good : for Ids mercy end/wteth 
for ever. 

2 Who can utter the mighty acts of the Lord ? 
wlio can shew forth all his praise ? 

3 Blessed a/re they that keep judgment, and he 
that doeth righteousness at all times. 

4 Remember me, O Lobd, with the favour that 
thou hearest unto thy people : O visit me with thy 
salvation ; 

5 That I may see the good of thy chosen, that I 
may rejoice in the gladness of thy nation, that I 
may glory with thine inheritance. 

6 We have sinned with our fathers, we have cpm- 
mitted iniqmty, we have done wickedl^^ 
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7 Our fathers understood not thy wonders in 
Egypt ; they remembered not the multitude of thy 
mercies ; but provoked him at the sea, even at the 
Eed sea. 

8 Nevertheless he saved them for his name's 
sake, that he might make his mighty power to 
be known. 

9 He rebuked the Eed sea also, and it was dried 
up : so he led them through the depths, as through 
the wilderness.

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20 Thus they changed their glory into the Biinili- 
tude of an ox that eateth grass. 

21 They forgat God their savioui', whicli had 
done great things in Egypt ; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of Ham, and 
terrible things by the Ked sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would destroy them, 
had not Moses his chosen stood before liim in the 
breacli, to turn away his wrath, lest he should de- 
stroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant land, they 
believed not his word : 

25 But murmured in their tents, and hearkened 
not unto the voice of the Lobd. 

26 Therefore he lifted up his hand against them, 
to overthrow them in the wilderness: 

27 To overthrow their seed also among the na- 
tions, and to scatter them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves also unto Baal-peor, 
and ate tlie sacrifices of the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked hvm to anger with their 
inventions : and the plague brake in upon them. 

30 Then stood up Phinehas, and executed judg- 
ment : and so the plague was stayed. 

31 And that was counted unto him for righteous- 
ness unto all generations for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at the waters of 
strife, so that it went ill with Moses for their 
sakes : 

33 Because they provoked his spirit, so that he 
spake unadvisedly with his lips. igtizedby^ooQle 
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34 They did not destroy the nations, concerning 
whom the Lobd commanded them : 

35 But were mingled among tlio heathen, and 
learned their works. 

36 And they served their idols: which were a 
snare unto them. 

37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons and theii* daugh- 
ters unto devils, 

38 And shed innocent blood, eve7i the blood of 
their sons and of their daughters, whom they sacri- 
ficed unto the idols of Canaan : and the land was 
polluted with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled witli tlieir own works, 
and went a whoring with their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the Lobd kindled 
against his people, insomuch tiiat he abhorred liis 
own inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand of the hea- 
then ; and they that hated them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed them, and they 
were brought into subjection under then* hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver tliem; but they 
provoked him with their counsel, and were brought 
low for their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their afiiiction, when 
he heard their cry: 

45 And he remembered for them his covenant, 
and repented according to the multitude of his 
mercies. 

46 He made them also to be pitied of all those 
that carried them captives. . ^^^.^ 
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47 Save us, O Lobd otir God, and gather us from 
among the heathen, to give thanks unto thy holy 
name, and to triumph in thy praise. 

48 Blessed 'be the Lord. God of Israel from ever- 
lasting to everlasting: and let all the people say, 
Amen. Praise ye the Lobd. 

PSALM CYIL 

1 Tht psalmist exharteth the redeemed^ in praising Oody to observe hU 
manifold protddenee^ 4 over travdUrs, 10 over captives^ 17 outer sick meti, 
US over seamen^ S^ and in divers varielies<^l\fe, 

OGIVE thanks imto the Lobd, for he is good: 
for his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lobd say so, whom he 
hath redeemed from the hand of the enemy; 

3 And gathered them out of the lands, from the 
east, and from the west, from the north, and from 
the south. 

4 They wandered in the wilderness in a solitary 
way; they foimd no city to dwell in. 

5 Hungry and thirsty, their soul friinted in them. 

6 Then they cried imto the Lobd in their trouble, 
and he delivered them out of their distresses. 

7 And he led them forth by the right way, that 
they might go to a city of habitation. 

8 Oh that men would praise the Lobd fo?' his 
goodness, and for his wonderful works to the chil- 
dren of men 1 

9 For he satisfieth the longing soul, and filleth 
the hungry soul with goodness. 

10 Such as sit in darkness and in the shadow of 
death, beinff bound in affiction an^jy^^yooQle 
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11 Because they rebelled against the words of 
God, and contemned the counsel of the Most 
High: 

12 Therefore he brought down their heart with 
labour; they fell down, and there wa% none to 
help. 

13 Then they cried unto the Lord in their trou- 
ble, and he saved them out of their distresses. 

14 He brought them out of darkness and the 
sliadow of death, and brake their bands in sun- 
der. 

15 Oh that men would praise the Loed for his 
goodness, and for his wonderful works to the chil- 
dren of men 1 

16 For he hath broken the gates of brass, and cut 
the bars of iron in sunder. 

17 Fools, because of their transgression, and be- 
cause of their iniquities, are afflicted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner of meat; and 
they draw near unto the gates of death. 

19 Then they cry imto the Lord in their trouble, 
and he saveth them out of their distresses. 

20 He sent his word, and healed them, and deliv- 
ered them, from their destructions. 

21 Oh that inen would praise the Lord for his 
goodness, and for his wonderful works to the chil- 
dren of men ! 

22 And let them sacrifice the sacrifices of thanks- 
giving, and declare his works with rejoicing. 

23 They that go down to the sea in ships, that do 
business in great waters ; . r^r^c^xo 
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24 These see the works of the Loed, and his won- 
ders in the deep. 

25 For he commandeth, and raiseth the stonny 
wind, which litteth np the waves thereof. 

26 They moimt up to the heaven, they go down 
again to the depths : their soul is melted because of 
trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger like a 
drunken man, and are at their wit's end. 

28 Then they cry unto the Lord in their trouble, 
and he bringeth them out of their distresses. 

29 He maketh the storm a calm, so that the 
waves thereof are stilL 

30 Then are they glad because they be quiet ; so 
he bringeth them unto their desired haven. 

31 Oh that 7rhen would praise the Lord for his 
goodness, and for his wonderful works to the chil- 
dren of men ! 

32 Let them exalt him also in the congregation 
of the people, and praise him in tlie assembly of the 
elders. 

33 He tumetli rivers into a wilderness, and the 
watersprings into dry ground ; 

34 A fruitful land into barrenness, for the wick- 
edness of them that dwell therein. 

35 He tumeth the wilderness into a standing 
water, and dry ground into watersprings. 

36 And there he maketh the hungry to dwell, 
that they may prepare a city for habitation ; 

37 And sow the fields, and plant vineyards, which 
may jdeld fruits of increase. D,,,edbv^ooQle 
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38 Ho blesseth them also, so that tlioy are mul- 
tiplied greatly; and siiffereth not their cattle to 
decrease. 

39 Again, they are minished and biK)iight low 
througli oppression, affliction, and sorrow. 

40 He poureth contempt upon princes, and cans- 
eth them to wander in the wilderness, whei*e there is 
no way. 

41 Yet setteth he the poor on liigh from afflic- 
tion, and maketh him families like a flock. 

42 The righteous shall see it^ and rejoice : and all 
iniquity shall stop her mouth. 

43 "Wlioso is wise, and will observe these things^ 
even they shall understand the lovingkindness of 
the Lord.

its he delighted not in blessing, so let it be far from 
him.

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with his garment, bo let it come into his bowels like 
water, and like oil into his bones.

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13 Thou hast thrust sore at me tliat 1 might fall : 
but the LoED helped me. 

14 The LosD is my strength and song, and is 
become my salvation. 

15 The voice of rejoicing and salvation is in the 
tabernacles of the righteous : the right hand of the 
LoED doeth valiantly. 

16 The right hand of the Lobd is exalted: the 
right hand of the Lobd doeth valiantly, 

17 I shall not die, but live, and declare the works 
of the Lord. 

18 The Lobd hath chastened me sore: but he 
hath not given me over unto death. 

19 Open to me the gates of righteousness: I will 
go into them, and I will praise the Lokd :
